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ragged Cloaths, and under Perſecution, as it had 
done before ; and as Liberty and Riches encreas'd, 
the Zeal of Profeſſors decay'd, and ſo it became eaſie 
for carnal ſelfiſh' Men to crowd themſelves into 
Churches, and rake up a Form of Religion ; when 
ſuch were gotten in, they being full of Pride and 
Vain-glory, would have all things ruPd according 
to their Wills, and ſo they contrived to model the 
external Government of the Church, as near as 
might be, ro the Civil Government of the Roman 
Empire : And as inthe Roman Empire rhey had a 
Temporal Magiſtrate in every City, ſo had they alſo 
a Biſhop for Spiritual Government, whoſe juriſdi- 
ction was of like latitude: In every Province there 
was a Proconſul or Preſident, whoſe Seat was uſual- 
ly at the Metropolis or chief City of the Province, 
and hither all inferiour Cities came for Judgment in 
matters of importance: And in proportion to this, 
there was in the ſame City an Archbiſhop or Metro- 
liran, for matters of Eccleſiaſtical Concernment. 
fn every Diocefs (of which there were thirteen in 


the Roman Empire) the Emperours had their Lieute- 


nants, who dwe!r in the principal City of the Dio- 
ceſs, where was the chief Tribunal, where all Cauſes 
not determinable elſewhere were decided: And to 
anſwer this, there was in the ſame City a Primate, 
to whom the laſt Determination of all Appeals in 
Eccleſiaſtical matters did belong. Thus National 
Churches roſe upon the Shoulders of human Conſti- 
tutions and Governments, You know who hath gi- 


ven us this account of things, and you durſt not de- 
ny the Author. .

That the Scripture mentions Biſhops, I know 
very well, and I know as well that it never mentions 
Dioceſan Biſhops, nor Arch-Biſhops ; rhe Greek 
word, which we tranſlate Biſhop, is Episkopos, a 
Viſiter, an Overſeer ; and a Paſtor of a Church is 
ſo called in the New Teſtament, becauſe he oughr 
ro viſit and feed his Sheep; the qualifications of 
ſach a Biſhop are ſer down, 1 Tim. 3. 2, 3. And fo 
a Scriprure-Biſhop is no more than a Paſtor to one 
fingle Congregation ; and an Elder and Biſhop are 
terms equivalent in Scripture, as appears by the 2othr 
of the Acts, and the 17th verſe, And from Miletus 
he ſent to Epheſus, and called the Elders of the Church. 
Now thoſe very Perſons that are called Presbyterous 
tet Eccleſia, the Elders of the Church; in rhe 2$tht- 
verſe, they are called . » "Take heed fey ++ 
unto your ſelves, and to all the Flock, over the whic 
the Holy Gluſt hath made you Overſeers, In the Greek 
tis Episkopous, Biſhops ; by which ir doth plainly aps 
pear, that a Presbyrer and a Biſhop are the ſame 
thing by Divine Inſtitution; and rheſe Elders were 
ordinary Officers of the Church of Epheſus; for they 
had a particular Charge there, TON

not Natural, neither ought it to be Violent; my

much like a Wolf, who violently enters upon the 
poſſeſſion of a Flock: Tis one indelible Character 
of the Merchants of Balylon, that they buy and ſell 
the Souls of Men, Revel. 18.13. The Apoſtles, nor 
their Athſtants, never made a forcible — upon 
ſuch a weighty Charge as the Care of Souls; chey 
durſt not make Farms of ſuch precious things as Im- 
mortal Spirits, nor deal with the Lord's Redeemed, 
as if they had dealt with the Beaſts that periſh : 
And Chriſt's Sheep know his Voice from the Voice 


| of a Stranger, John 1o. 4, 5. And they are com- 


manded to try the Spirits and Doctrines of Men, 
1 John 4. 1. And the Holy Ghoſt hath given them 
Rules ro try them by ; therefore they are capable 
of chuſing their own Paſtors, and of rejecting ſuch 
as are not meet for that work. .

I could never yet learn 
what Form Fonah could pray by, (Fonah 2.1.) when 
he pray'd unto the Lord his God, in the Whale's 
Belly, certainly there never was a Form of Prayer 
compos'd for ſuch a Caſe, for no Man ever was in 
the like Caſe before.

You have ſpoken largely concerning Pra- 
yer, but I think you can have nothing to ſay againſt

Ben. Yes truly, I have as much to ſay againſt your 
Preaching ; for I don't like either the matter, man- 


ner, or end of your Preaching; not the matter, which 


moſtly contains at beſt but a poor, little, ſorry, flat 
diſcourſe of Morality, the great Truths of the Go- 
ſpe] being in a manner wholly omitted, by the ge- 
nerality of your Miniſters: Nor I don't like the

. unto them all the Counſel of God, Atts 20. 27. -Now-a

any thing among them, ſave Feſus Chriſt,and him cru- 
cih d, 1 Cor. 2. 2. And in ver. 7. But we ſpeak the, 
wiſdom of God in a Myſtery, even the hidden wiſdom, 
which God ordained before the world unto our glory. 
Adam, I wiſhwe could do all that our Miniſters 
. ay, and then I queſtion nox bur we ſhould be hap- 
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Ben. How ignorantly you talk ! The great things 
of the Scriptures, ſome of which I mentioned juſt 
now, are the Object of our Faith, and not of our 
practice; they are to be believed, not to be wrought; 
tor there are two parts of Divinity, the one belongs 
to the Knowledge of God, and the other to the Wor- 
ſhip of G6d ; the firſt contains things to be believed;

Adam. What they want in the matter, they make 
up in the manner, for I am ſure they ſer off their 
Work as learnedly and neatly as any in the World. 

I pray don't boaſt roo ſoon, the manner as 
well as the matter of Preaching is directed by che 
vord of God; and we find that the Miniſters of the 
New Teſtament performed this work. by the aſſi- 
ſtance of the Spirit of God, enabling: and ſtrength- 
ning them in their diligent Meditations upon God's 
ord, contain'd in the holy Scriptures; and when- 
ever they were called forth to preach the Goſpel, 
hey made uſe of no other Book but the Scriptures, 
n the Art of Preaching ; for they are able ro make 
the Man of God perfect, thorowly furniſhed unto all good 
works, 2 Tim.

read a portion of God's Book, the Book of the Pro- 
put Eſaias ; And when he had opened the Book, 

e found the place where it was written; The ſpirit 
of the Lord is upon me, becauſe. he hath amointed me to 
preach the Goſpel to the poor, &e. And when he had 
read his Text, he cloſed the Book and gave it again

We can't find that Peter read that 
excellent and effectual Sermon in As 2. 14. which 
Liſcourſe he grounded upon the Propheſie of Joel, 
ver. 16, 17. If Paul had read his Sermons, he need 
not have been ſo earneſt with the Epheftans to pray 


for him, that utterance. might be given him, to open 
, bis mouth boldly, Epheſ. 6. 19. For it had been an 
eaſie matter to read what was before his Eyes: Be- 


ſides, Preachingand Reading are diſtinctOrdinances, 


The Scriptures diſtinguiſhes them very plainly ; in 
the 8th of the Acts. ver. 28, tis ſaid, that the Eunuch- 
LAneginosbe] read Efaias the propher, but did not 
underſtand it, ſo deſird Philip to teach him, v. 3 5. Ihen 


Philip opened his mouth, and began at the ſame Seri. 
pture, and [| Evengeliſato ] preached unto him Feſus. 


ow here Philip's expounding of the Scripture to 
the Eunuch is called Preaching, and 'ris diſtinguith-. 


ed from the Eunuch's reading of it; for if Philip had

begun at the fame Scriprure, and read on without ex- 
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Delannes Plea: 
pounding,the Eunuch had been never the wiſer. And 
your Miniſters vary from the Apoſtles in the word-

of. it very unaccountable ; Firſt, rhe Sign of rhe | 
he mark af-the Beaſt, that! 


know 
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know nothing more like it: Secondly, your uſe of. 
Goſſips, who bind themſelves to do that for another, 
which no Man can do for himſelf. Singing, your 
Inſtrumental Muſick is a meer Jewiſß Rite, which, 
as it was a part of their Temple-ſervice, ſo (together 
with the reſt of it,) was aboliſhed by the Death of. 
Chriſt; For the law was but a ſhadow of good things. 
to come, Heb. 10. 1. Wherefore ſhould we turn again 
to the weak and beggarly Elements, Gal. 4. 9. when 
Jeſus Chriſt hath taken them our of the way, and 
nailed them to his Croſs 2 Col. 2. 14. This is but to 
raiſe up Moſes again from the dead : Indeed under 
the Old Teſtament ſuch. kind of Mulick was com- 
manded by God, 2 Chron. 29, 25. And he ſet the 
Levites in the Houſe of the Lord, with Cymbals, with 
Pſalteries, and with Harps; for ſo was the Command- 
ment of the Lord by his Propbets : And except we had 
a plain Inſtitution of it, in the New Teſtament, as 
they had in the old, we have no ground to practiſe 
it, any more than we have to practiſe Circumciſion, 
and offering of Sacrifices, which we are ſure are abo- 


liſhed : Neither is it any way ſuitable to the gravi- 


ty and Solemnity of Chriſtian worſhip, nor was ever 
practiſed amongſt thoſe called Chriſtians, till Pope 
Vitali an's time, Anno Chriſti 69. As for Excom- 
munication, and Church-cenſure, tis well known 
what a Sham is made of that, tis a very ſolemn 
Ordinance, and the power of adminiſtring it belongs 
to every particular Church, and her Officers, as ap- 
pears by 1 Cor. 5. 4, 5. In the name of the Lord Feſin 
Chriſt, when ye are gathered together, to deliver ſuch 
an one unto Satan, for the diſtruction of. the Fleſh, 
that the Spirit may be ſaved in the Day of the Lord 
Feſus. But when you Excommunicate any, tis 
ne

the perſon, it rather hardens him. Who was ever 
Reformed by. your Cenſures > The End of the Or- 
dinance is not to impoveriſh a Man, or weaken 
his Eſtate, or abridge his Civil Liberty; bur tis for 
the weakening of his Sin, or the Deſtruction of the: 
Fleſh, chat his Wound may be healed, and his Soul 
ſaved. Thus it appears that you n ſo 
much as one piece of publick ſolemn.

Adam. Our Church-Governours have thought 
fit to add ſome things and alter others; but a Chñurch 
doth not ceaſe to be a Church of Chriſt becauſe of 
ſome Innovations; you know there were ſeveral 
Abuſes and Corruptions in the Church of Corinth, 
yet it did nor ceaſe to be a Church. | 


Ben. It would have ceaſed to be a Church of 
Chriſt,if thoſe Abuſes had gone on time out of mind, 
and had never been reformed ; the ſeven Churches 
of Aſia, and others, are a ſufficient witneſs of this; 
and whereas you ſay, the Church-Governours have 
thought fit to add and alter in ſome Caſes, this is a foo- 
liſh Argument, for Chriſt hath not left it roche Wills. 
of Men to worſhip him in what way they think fit, 
or their Rulers think fit; for then a Man might pro- 
feſs one Religion in England, and another Religion 
in France, and ſo change his Religion as often as he 
changes his Governours, or his Country: But if 
this be true, then all the ſufferings of our Martyrs 
where in Vain; But we ought to obey God rather than 
Men, Acts 5. 29. \ 

Adam. You go too far, I don't ſay that they have 
power to make Religion wholly new; but only to 


determine ſome things in ir, for Decency ſake. 


Ben. Our Lord Jeſus knew better than any other 
what was decent, and what was not, and the De- 


cency 


- 
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cency which he hath preſcribed in his word, is the 
Decency which we are to look after; and you can't 
{ay, that he hath told us any where in the Scriptures 
what Rules of Decency he hath left ro Men to pre- 
ſcribe, which are not there enjoyn'd: So, if what 
you lay be admitted, there will be no end of human 
Preſcriptions, and we ſhall ne'r know when we have 
learnt our Religion; for one Man may think i is 
decent; and another, hat is decent; and if a hun- 
dred Superſtitions more ſhould be crowded into the 
Worſhip of God, thoſe that inventthem would count 
them all Decent, therefore we muſt hear what God 
the Lord ſaith, Pſal. 8 5. 8. 

Adam. You are one of thoſe whom the Apoſtle 
Peter ſpeaks of, 2 Pet. 2. 10. Who deſpiſe Govern- 
ment, which are preſumptuous and ſelt-willed, and 
are not afraid ro ſpeak evil of Dignirics. 

Ben. This unjuſt Charge is commonly brought 
by the perſecutors of Religion, againſt the Saints; 
and it ariſes from this piece of Ignorance ; becauſe 
they think that wharſoever is commanded by ſupe- 
riours, is binding to the Conſciences of their Sub- 
jects, but this is utterly falſe; for though we are 
obliged by the Law of God to yield Obedience co 
our Rulers in all reaſonable and Lawful things, yet 
if they make any Law contrary to God's Law, there- 
in we are not to obey Metre Th Laws lay no Obli- 
gation upon our Conſciences, becauſe God's Law 
hath already made them void: Now if the godly 
live under ſuch Governments as require things 
which God's Law forbids, they are laid under a 
neceſſity to act againſt the Government, in taking 
God's part, of which we have divers Inſtances in 
Scriprure. When King Feroboam had, againſt the 
command of God, fer up rwo golden Calves ; There 
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came 4 Man of God out of Judah, by the word of the 
Lord unto Bethel, and he cried againſt the Altar in 
the word of the Lord, 1 Kings 13. 1, 2. Now I 197 
did not this Man ſpeak againſt the eſtabliſhed Reli- 
gion and Government, when he ſpake Againſt the 
worſhip which the King had ſer up? and yer he did 
but his Duty, for the Lord ſent him to do it. And 
ſurely, Elijah acted againſt the Government, as it 
was then corrupted, When he reprov'd King Abab 
fo boldly, 1 Kings 18. 18. ſaying, I have not trou-- 
bled Iſrael, but thou and thy fathers houſe, in that ye 
have forſaken the Commandments of the Lord, and thou- 
haſt followed Baalim. Did not Daniel act againſt the- 
Government, when there was a Royal Statute made, 
That none ſhould pray to any God or Man for thir- 
ty Days, but unto the King only; and yet Daniel, 
not regarding this Law,prays to his God three times 
a day ? Dan. 6. 7, 10. Shadrach, Meſhach, and Abed-- 
nego acted againſt the Government, when they 
would nor worſhip the golden Image, the King had 


ſer up, Dan. 3. 18. Though he could bewitch others 


with his Muſick, and the gaudy whoriſh Dreſs of 
his Idolatrous Worſhip, he could nor ſtir theſe inthe 
leaſt, neither by Allurements nor Threatnings. And 
did not our Saviour himſelf ſpeak againſt the Ec- 


cleſiaſtical Government, when he told the Scribes 


and Phariſees, That they -had made the Command- 
ment of God of none effect by their Traditions? Mat. 


15: 6. And ſurely the Apoſtle Paul reached againſt 


the Heatheniſh Government, when he perſwaded, 
and turned away much people, ſaying, That they be 
no Gods which are made with Hands, Acts 19. 26. 


And did not the Nonconformity of the primitive 


Chriſtians ſpeak loudly againſt the Idolatrous Go- 


Yernmert which was then in the world, when they: 


would. 
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would not offer a Grain of Frankincenſe to a Pagan 
Idol, to ſave their own Lives? Thus you ſee, the 
Servants of Chriſt have always thought it their Dy. 
ty to ſpeak againſt the Laws of Men, when thoſe 
Laws have commanded things contrary to the word 
of God: And as for the Text you have mentioned, 
it makes nothing againſt godly Deſſenters, who judge 
it their Duty to pray for their Governours, and to 
obey all their Lawful Commands; and withal to 
bear a Teſtimony for God againſt every thing which 
is done. contrary to the Word of God, and the Edifi-. 
cation of the Souls of Men: But the Text ſpeaks a- 
gainſt certain falſe Teachers, who walked after their 
own Luſts, in Contempt both of the Laws of God, 
and of the wholeſome Laws of the places where 
they dwelr. 

Adam. I think tis time to have done with this 
Head about Worſhip, let us come to Doctrinal points, 


and there, I am ſure, we have as ſound Articles as 


any of you all. 

Ben. The Church of Vel had very ſound Arti- 
cles, as ſound as yours; for to them pertained the 
Adoption, and the Glory, and the Covenants, and 
the giving of the Law, and the Service of God, and 
the Promiſes, Rom, 9. 4. yet that Church fell from 
thoſe things into great Idolatry and Profaneneſs, and 
what Chriſt ſaid to them we may ſay to you, John 
7: 19. Did not Moſes give you the Law, and yet none 
of you heepeth the Law? So may we ſay, Did not 
our good old Reformers give you {ound Doctrine 
about Election, Reprobarion, final perſeverance of 
the Saints, Sc.

Ben. The Scriptures are plain for both, and it 
muſt needs be ſo; for if there be a God, as we are 


T fare there is, he that made all the Creatures, muſt

Ends, to the Veſſels of Mercy, or the Veſſels of 


Wrath: Now that there is an Election of ſome to 
Eternal Life, is ſufficiently declared by the Holy 


FScriprures ; God told Moſes, Exod. 33. 17. That 


he had found Grace in his fight, and he knew him 
by Name; and in the 19th Verſe, he tells him, 
That he will be gracious to whom he will be gracious, and 
will ſhew mercy on whom he will ſhew mercy. David 
faith, Bleſſed is the man whom thou chuſeſt, and cauſeſt 
to approach unto thee, Pſal. 65. 4. The Prophet Eſay 
tells us, That God will give Drink, viz, Spiritual 
Gifts and Conſolation ro his People, his Choſen, 
Ia. 43. 20. And our Saviour tells us what ſhall be 
pronounced upon ſome at the end of the World, 
Mat. 25. 34. Come ye bleſſed of my Father, inherit 
the Kingdom prepared for qi from the foundation of 
the world.
